Examiner considered applicant argument to the used of reference Shokouhi in rejecting claimed 1-3, however, they are not persuasive. 
The response to applicant's arguments in the final rejection (especially see paragraph 6, line 18-24 of the final rejection) still stands. 

With regard to Javanifard's reference, applicant argued that it is improper to combine the fig.2 and fig.3 to reject claim 4. Examiner 
disagrees with the applicant. Examiner like to point out that, fig. 3 of Javaunifard discloses the claimed invention where by a flash memory 
cells array is operated and driven by the internal charge pumps and external source voltages through first and second switches as claimed 
by the invention. As can be seen in fig. 3, it only shows a FLASH EEPROM array block diagram. It does not show the inherency of the 
wordlines, bitlines and Ydecoder receiving such source voltages to operate the flash array. Examiner then uses fig. 2 of Javaunifard to 
merely to show the circuit arrangement of a flash EEPROM having the inherent wordlines, bitlines and Ydecoder features associated to 
the flash memory array, but rather than using the source voltages in the embodiment of figure 2, it uses the internal and external source 
voltage of the embodiment of fig. 3. to operate the Flash memory array. Therefore, it is proper to combine figure 2 and 3 of Javanifard's to 
reject claim 4 as rejected in the final office action. 
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
